Refunding Are Issues 


Discussed 


RED DEER, Feb. 23.—The fol- 
lowing press release was made 
following a closed meeting: “In- 
dependent candidates pledged to 
sane, efficient government met 
here today to draft plans for their 
provincial election campaign. In 
the meeting ideas were exchang- 
ed on the major issues confront- 
ing Alberta and issues discussed 
were: 

() The necessity. of restoring to 
the debtor equivalent protection to 
that enjoyed by him when the pres- 
ent government took office.

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Flying Schools for Alberta 


Six schools are to be established in 
Alberta under the Empire air training 
scheme, three for advanced trainees and 
three for beginners. These will be able to 
accommodate upwards of four thousand 
learners at a time, using more than 400 
planes for instructional purposes. The in- 
land position of the province, its clear at- 
mosphere, its wide open spaces, and its 
ample supplies of easily available gaso- 
line, make Alberta peculiarly suitable as 
a training ground for war fliers. 

These conditions are equally favorable 
for peace-time aviation. Alberta may 
well become the recognized “air field” of 
Canada, as Canada is to be the Empire 
training ground for war purposes. The 
last war gave impetus, more than any 
other factor, to the development of the 


airplane. The present one promises to 
put the Dominion on the map as one of 
the foremost countries of the world in 


respect to the use of the plane; with Al- 
berta holding the lead among the pro- 
vinces.

Berlin is sending its No. 1 bulldozer to 
Bucharest to see what Rumania means by 
refusing to send along aviation gasoline 
as per demand. It is to be said for King 
Carol that he seems to have everybody 
guessing, himself included, as to which 
side he is going to take in the 
choice circumstances are forciing upon 
him.

Or in terms of real payment, the 
German people could not, and cannot 
in future, support themselves and also 
hand over enough of their products to com- 
pensate other peoples for the expense of 
protecting themselves against Germany's 
war-makers. 

The only compensation Canada got 
from the last war was the right of its 
people to go on ruling themselves, and the 
knowledge they had helped to save that 
right for other peoples. That is all we can 
get out of this war. But it is worth the 
price—any price.
